Cald- 
well was the only person who met a 
judicial death on acvount of it.

county at that time. 

Caldwell was a Woodpecker, or 
Republican. On the night of the 
aseassination Dr. Chamblio was hold- 
ing family prayer near Richmond, 
Fort Bend county. Saddenly a load 
of bucksbot was fired through a win- 
dow into Dr. Ohamblin. He fell bark 
to the floor with a groan and expired, 
still holding closely the bible from 
which he had been reading. Cald- 
well had been renting from the mur- 
dered man and there had been trou- 
ble between them. The evidence on 
which he was convicted was purely 
cirenmetantial.

Tue subject that more than any 
other now holds the attention of 
the whole civilized world is Russia 
aud the persecution of the Jews. 

Iu Englaud there bas been no 
recent event of greater industrial 
importance than the demonstra- 
tion of the complete success of tae 
underground electric railway 
where the air is purer than it is 
above ‘ground—an achievement 
that has solved two great problems.

NOW AND THEN. 


Boys Have a Much Better Time Now 
Than They Used to Have. 

Under the oid Vuritan system, says 
the New York Evening Post, the boy 
was treated as\a sort of unregenerate 
human animal, to be whipped, cate- 
chized and watched at church, as though 
he were a caged beast of prey. The 
Puritan literature teems with this 
“exegesis” of boy character, and with 
the evidence of how closely the theology 
of the time was in contact with the 
boy’sinteguments. Even in much later 
days, and in city and country alike, the 
Sunday-school, with its religious teach- 
ing, was deemed almost the only organ- 
ized means of subduing the boy’s sinful 
nature. By contrast it is suggestive and 
cheering to read now a circular just 
sent out by an international committee 
to organize boys’ clubs, headed by Pres- 
ident Carter, of Williams’ college, as 
chairman. It shows that, though the 
work has been in progress only three 
years and a half, and chiefly in New 
England cities, more than _ thirteen 
thousand boys of the lower class have 
been gathered into rooms where at 
night they have the benefit of music. 
gymmasia, libraries, penny savings 
banks, and certain forms of purely sec- 
ular instruction, and the rigidly ortho- 
dox president of an orthodox New 
England college leads the work. Think 
of Jonathan Edwards as the leader of 
an international organization of boys’ 
clubs!
